The ery of Socialism is an old 
ene in this country.

As late 
as 1916 Federal aid to roads was 
labeled Socialism and an evil de- 
vice »f militarists who wished to 
have military roads. The Work- 
man’s Compensation Law was bit- 
terly assailed as Socialistic. - 

With this as a sort of backdrop, 
the Presiderit then brought his- 
tory down to the present. 


‘Roosevelt Laws’ 


The President called the roll of 
the “Roosevelt laws,” all of which 
in their day were termed Social 
istic. He listed them. They make 
up an impressive list — old-age 
pensions, insurance of bank de- 
posits, unemployment compensa- 
tion, minimum wages, slum clear- 
ance, low-rent housing projects, 
the right to organize and bargain 
collectively, farm legislation, the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, rural 
electrification, and the farm ten- 
ant purchase act, and “o on. 

This baited the trap. 

The President then sprung it. 
He said if these are Socialistic 
then the Republicans openly 
should campaign to have them 
repealed and removed from the 
statute books. He ‘nows they 
wont. 

He asked if they accept the 
TVA tiver valley development, 
why they oppose identical plans 
for other valleys. 

He knows no GOP candidate 
is going to come out for repeal 
of REA, insuran of bank de- 
posits and old-age pensions. 

This springs the trap and the 
GOP elephant is locked up again. 
Barring a depression or a ter- 
rific inflationary period, which 
would depress, the odds are the 
GOP will remain locked up un 
less President of Columbia 
Dwight Eisenhower changes his 
mind and becomés a candidate 
with all the luck and skill and 
know-how in public 
which General Eisenhower pos- 
sessed.

just possible, in the light of his- 
tory, the GOP may be wrong 
about the Fair Deal proposals 
which are being denounced as 
creeping and galloping Socialism? 
Admittedly this is oversimplifi- 
cation, but it is effective politics. 

He has put the GOP on a most

They insisted it could be more 
efficiently and economically ad- 
ministered.

Fewer Voters, More Confusion

A surprise drop in vote registra- ing. or failing to follow, Georgia's facing problems similar to Rich- 


tion, especially among Negroes, is 
indicated amid confusion in several! 
key Counties over a voting list 
for Georgia’s June 28 Democratic 
primary. 

The first accurate picture of 
registration came from Secretary 
of State Ben Fortson’s office. 
where 71 out of 159 Counties have 
reported on their voting list. 


The reports showed only 610,024 
voters in these Counties compared 
to 631,004 in the same Counties in 
the 1948 primary. Negro registra- 
tion showed the biggest drop— 
from 85,966 in 1948 to 71,219 this 
year. 


Chatham County alone reported 
a drop of 20,000 voters, including 
almost 11,000 Negroes, but high 
Capito! officials said privately the 
new Chatham voting list clearly 
is illegal. 

This was an example of confu- 
sion also heavy in Richmond Coun- 
ts and several others which offi- 
cials declined to list.

Negroes made 
up almost half the 1948 list—19.- 
083 to 41,655. 

In Spalding, Negro registration 
dropped from 1,800 to only 700. 
The total plummeted from 11,800 
to 7,859. 

If the old list is all valid in 
Richmond, registration is up from 
24.911 to 26,778. All but 65 of the 
increase is white. 

Dougherty County showed an 
increase of cnly 100 Negroes but 
2,100 whites for a new total of 
10.271.

Facts About Our Pension Plan 
. Does This Issue Justify A Strike? 


Many false idéas concerning the Georgia 
Power Company pension plan have gotten 
into circulation. 


Atlanta transit riders who have been put 
to serious inconveniences by the strike have 
a right to know the facts about the pension mat- 
ter, one of the major issues in this work stop- 
page, so they can make up their own minds. 


Below are listed some of the questions 
most frequently asked about the pension plan, 
together with the correct answers. 


0. Does the Georgia Power Company 
have a pension plan? 


A. The Company has a good pension plan 
put into effect voluntarily in 1944—hefore 
pensions became an issue in nation-wide col- 
lective bargaining. It covers all employes of 
the Company, including transit employes. 


O. Who pays the cost of these pensions? 


A. The Company pays the ENTIRE cost. 
No employe contributes a cent toward it. The 
Company’s payments on behalf of transit em- 
ployes are currently at the rate of over $300,- 
000 a year. Of this amount, $283,000 is for 


emploves renresented by the Transit Union. 


QO. What becomes of the money? 

A. It is deposited with an independent 
trustee. The amount of money already paid 
into the pension fund is approximately 
$6.000.000, of which over $1.000,000 is for 
the henefit of the employes represented by 
the Transit Union. The fund can never be 
taken away by the Company. 


Q. Is it true that the members of the Tran- 


sit Union pay $7.00 a month for pension pur- 
poses? 

A. The Union has a separate pension plan 
of its own to which the members contribute

$7.00 a month. The Company has nothing 
iy do with th> administration of that plan. 
It is a matter between the Union and its mem- 
bers. It has no connection with the Company s 
pension fund which is maintained at the Com- 
pany’s expense—with no contribution what- 
ever by the employes. 


Q. Can the Company terminate its pen- 
sion plan? 


A. As in many pension plans, the Com- 
pany could stop making contributions to the 
pension fund, but, even if it did so, the money 
already paid in would remain in the fund for 
the benefit of the employes. The best assur- 
ance for the future is what has happened in 
the past. The plan has been in operation al- 
most six years. During nearly three years of 
that period, the transit svstem was operating 
at a loss, vet the Company has never given 
the slightest consideration to stopping its pay- 
ments into the fund. 


Q. What is the Company's position with 
reference to a contributory pension plan? 


A. The Union asked for a contributory 
pension plan. The Company proposed such 
a plan, which the Union refused. Our offer 
contemplated the establishment of a separate 
fund for the transit workers and the transfer 
to this new fund of more than $1.000,000 
from its existing pension fund. The Company 
offered to make contributions to the new fund 


on the same basis as it is contributing for the 
benefit of these employes to its existing pen- 
sion fund. The principal differences between 
what the Company proposed and what the 
Union is demanding are: (1) The Union 
asked for equal representation on the pension 
board; we proposed two Unign represntatives 
and three Company~representatives in view 
of our larger contributions and greater re- 
sponsibility. (2) The Union and the Company 
are not in agreement on the amount by which 
retirement benefits can he increased by rea- 
son of the combined contributions, our esti- 
mates being more conservative. To preserve 
the soundness of the pension plan we cannot 
agree to change the actuarial assumptions 
which have proven sound in the operation of 
the existing Company pension plan. (3) The 
Union wants to reopen the pension plan every 
three vears for renegotiation, and for arbitra- 
tion if the parties fail to agree. The Company 
cannot assent to this. It wants its emploves 
to have a pension plan which is sound. To 
reopen the plan to negotiation or arbitration 
every few vears would leave costs as well as 
retirement benefits completely unpredictable. 


It should he evident from this detailed 
explanation that the Georgia Power Company 
already has a good pension plan for its em-" 
ploves and that it has made a sound proposal 
to the Union to provide a contributory plan, 
if that’s What the Union wants,

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WIFE NEVER GAVE UP HOPE 


‘ Loving Assault Wave Makes 
China-Freed Marine Reel 


GLENVIEW, Ill—(AP)—A trembling wife, who never lost hope, and a solemn-eyed | 
little girl who scarcely remembered, hurled themselves at a tall, thin Marine as he alighted 


from a Navy plane yesterday. 


Sgt. Elmer C. Bender, prisoner of the Chinese Communists since October, 1948, stag- 
ered and beamed under one of the pleasantest assault waves in Marine Corps history. 
n the little family ducked inside the plane for a private reunion. 


Mrs. Shirley Bender, 25 and 
four-year-old Kathy had been wait- 
ing at Glenview Naval Air Sta- 
tion for nearly two hours. So had 
his mother, his parents-in-law and 
a mob of Navy and Marine Corps 
personnel, newsmen and photog- 
raphers. 

When the big silver plane dipped 
ou’ of the sun onto the airfield, 
Mrs. Bender clutched Kathv’s band 
tensely. The ramp was swung into 
pocition, the plane door swung 
open—and out stepped Sgt. Ben- 
der. He didn’t get a chance to 
speak—his wife rushed into his 
arms, Kathy just behind her. When 
the three emerged from the plane 
some five minutes later, the Ser- 
geant was wearing a crooked 
smear of lipstick and his wife's 
¢prsage was squashed flat. 

Mrs. Bender hadn't heard a word 
yom her husband since he and 
William C. Smith, 32, of Long 
Beach, Cal., Navy chief electri- 
cian’s mate, were seized by Chinese 
Communists when their small ob- 
servation plane was forced down 
pear Tsingtao 19 months ago. 


Put she “never gave up hope,” 
she said yesterday. She spent the 
time working for her husband’s 
release, contacting government of- 
ficials, Marine Corps officers and 
the press for whatever help they 
could offer. 

On May 3, Sgt. Bender and Chief 
Smith were released at Tsingtao. 
They traveled to Hong Kong on a 
British steamer, then were flown 
home by the Navy. Smith was re- 
united with his wife and two chil- 
dren Friday at Long Beach.

Big F ood Chain 
Eyes Southeast 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT 

Businessmen in other parts of the United States have recog- 
nized the commercial potentials of the Southeast and are taking 
steps to establish branch plants here in order to capitalize upon 
the rapidly expanding market in this segion, economists of na- 
tional reputation told the concluding session of the Southeastern 
Conference on Distribution at the Atlanta Division of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 

Nelson A. ler, of the Department of Commerce in Washing- 
ton, said that because of the increased size of the Southern mar- 
ket induced by the rising level of income in this area, one of the 
nation’s largest retail food chains, which does not now operate in 
this region, is preparing to invade the South in a big way. 

Stefan H. Robock, of the Tennessee Valley Authority, said in- 
creasing volumes of diversified industries are on the march to 
the Southeast to be close to raw materials, close to a good labor 
supply and close to the expanding Southern market. 

L. C. Emmert, of the Atlanta Regional! Office of the VU, S. 
Department of Commerce, predicted that “the vast economic ex- 
pansion” in the Southeast in recent years will grow at an accel- 
erated rate. 

Miller, in speaking of the food chain which is preparing to 
invade the South for the first time, said he was not at liberty to 
reveal the name, but that it was one of the largest in the country. 

“It is just an indication of what businessmen in other sections 
of the country think of the economic potentials of the whole 
Southern region,” he explained. “As never before, they are 
recognizing these potentials and are taking steps to capitalize upon 
them for their own profit.” 

Robock said there are three fgctors which account for the 
rapid growth of the Southern market—(1) The increase in pur- 
chasing power of the pecple, as reflected in the constantly rising 
income level of the area; (2) a substantial increase in transporta- 
tion costs which makes it economically feasible to establish plants 
in the region to supply this growing market; and (3) a continuing 
deficiency of market-oriented plants in this region, a deficiency 
which he described as “tremendous.” 

“Alli these factors offer a big opportunity to businessmen to take 
advantage of the economic opportunities of this region and to 
share in the continuous economic progress of the South,” he con- 
cluded. 

Stokes Tomlin, of Atlanta, Distribution Enginéer for Shell Oil 
Company, said that American consumers are now spending $90,- 
000,000,000 a year for distribution services. 

“The field of distribution offers us a new frontier of business 
opportunity,” he said, “and, just as the’ last 50 years has been the 
age of mass production, we now face an opportunity of making 
the next 50 years the age of scientific distribution.”

Miami, 10 percent; Nashville, 6 
percent. New Orleans reported a 
decrease of 4 percent. During this 
period, the District as a whole re- 
ported an average increase of 7 
percent in sales.

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Brighter Outlook Foreseen 
For Dixie Farmers, Business -

Brighter days are in sight for 
Southeastern farmers and for bus- 
inessmen selling to the region's 
rural markets. 


Cash farm receipts in the last, 
half of 1950 will just about equal 
figures for the final six months of 
1949, according to present pros- 
pects. 

This outlook contrasts sharply 
with the year-to-year declines of 
almost 20 percent that have pre- 
vailed for the past nine months. 

For 1950 as a whole a decline 
of about 6 percent is probable, a 
better prospect than the estimated 
he of 10 percent for the entire 

The accompanying chart com- 
pares the total farm take for the 
nine Southeastern States by vears 
from 1948 through 1950. All ma- 
jor crops have had a part in the 
gradual drop from the post-war 
peak. 

The estimates for this year are 
based on present information re- 
garding acreage plans and price 
trends. They could prove wide of 
the mark if the weather conditions 
are way off normal. 

The region’s livestock income for 
1950 is placed at $1,125,000,000, al- 
most 10 percent lower than last 
year. Marketings will be up, but 
prices are expected to average low: 
er than in 1949. 

Livestock continues to account 
for nearly one-third of the area’s 
total farm income. Twenty-five 
years ago cattle, hogs, dairy and 
poultry products made up only 
one-sixth of the Southeast’s farm 
income dollar. 

Cotton—lint and seed—will rank 
second at about $950,000,000, slight- 
ly lower than last year. 

The Southeast’s 1950 crop will 
actually bring more cash to the 
region than the 1949 crop, if we 
get a better break than last year 
from Jupiter Pluvius and the boll 
weevil. 

Our cotton acreage will be off 
15 percent, according to estimates 
of the New York Journal of Com- 
merce, but we can produce a tenth 
more bales from the smaller plant- 
ings if vields get back toward nor- 
mal. 

Cotton growers always hold 
some of their lint for sale or loan 
until after the turn of the calen- 
dar year. In 1949 their cash in- 
come was booster by sales from the 
huge °48 crop. That's the reason 
cash from cotton will decline this 
year even with a larger crop sell- 
ing at about the same price as last 
year’s.

About $600,000,000 should come 
from tobacco, Dixie’s third major 
source of farm revenue. Acreage 
and output are likely to be about 
as large as in 1949, and price sup- 
ports will be slightly higher. 

North Carolina is the biggest 
grower of the leaf, but it is also 
important in Virginia, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee and Georgia. Buy- 
ing power this Fall should be close 
to last year’s level in most sections 
of the tobacco belt. 

Citrus fruit and peanuts—impor- 
tant secondary crops—are having 
opposite trends. 

Citrus is already in the bag, or 
perhaps we should savy “on ice” to 
pay proper respect to the amazing 
growth of frozen orange juice. The 
crop was large and prices are well 
above last vear’s average. 

Peanuts, however, are still go- 


ing through the carrection of the 
tremendous wartime expansion. 
Acreage allotments are one-eighth 
less than last year. = 

Income from the goober in 1980 
will be some 20 percent less than 
in 1949 and about 40 percent off 
from 1948.

That’s but a beginning. 

That is the loss to operators in wages 
and the company in fares. Comparatively 
that’s peanuts. 

The real losses are in business. All 
business, which pays most of the tax bill, 
will be cut about 20 to 25 percent. That 
runs the real losses to more than $1,000,000 
each week. 

There are further losses. Many will be 
permanent. 

No businessman, thinking of locating 
an industry here, can fai] to consider se- 
Tiously the annual transit strike. 

As far as we can determine there were 
no disputed working conditions and no 
wage differential with other systems valid 
enough to cause this strike. 

The buttressed evidence piles up that 
the Labor Bureau of the Midwest, which 
is in charge of the strike, has taken the 
attitude that there always will be trans- 
portation and so annual strikes may be 
called for higher wages without any dam- 
age to the Labor Bureau. The net result 
will be to force the transit systems out of 


the hands of private ownership into the 


How Can We 
Assure Equal Rights? 


In his Armistice Day speech last No- 
vember the President said: 

“If we look at ourselves in the true 
spirit of brotherhood, we must acknowl- 
edge that in the United States there are 
instances of discrimination and injustice 
because of difference in color, religion or 
national origin. But we are working dili- 
gently to overcome these violations of the 
fundamental faith which holds us to- 
gether,” . 

We are reminded of that by refusal of 
the Senate to invoke cloture (restriction 
on debate), which has as its correlative 
effect the defeat of the Fair Employment 
Practices Act for this session. 


Our position from the beginning has 
been that while there is no moral defense 
for the compulsory segregation or discrim- 
inations in employment, there is also no 
defense for compulsory laws aiming at 
ending existing prejudices. 

In considering any civil rights measure 
there are certain yardsticks which, in our 
opinion, must be applied. These are: 

1—Will the law assist minorities—Ne- 
groes, Mexicans, Japanese, et cetera—to 
attain their fundamental rights as citizens, 
or will the proposed law merely attack 
social distinctions between races or reli- 
gious affiliations” 

2—Will the law “work”? In other 
words, can it be enforced without a swarm 
of enforcement officers, trials, and jail 
sentences? 

3—Will it remove the criticism which 
comes to us in foreign countries for failure 
to practice the democracy we preach? 

In so far as antilynching and antipoll 
tax laws are concerned, public opinion has 
progressed to the point where there is no 
real opposition to these measures. The 
Southern people are far ahead of most of 
their Congressmen on these issues. We 
think an effective antilynching law could 
be passed. The poll tax measure is so ob- 
viously a part of the Constitution we be-

hands of municipalities. There the fares 
and wages become a part of municipal 
politics and the losses can be paid by all 
the taxpayers. 

Indeed, some of those involved have 
privately said as much. Operators are 
quoted as saying they have been told 
it doesn’t matter—there will always be 
transit jobs. 

The Georgia Power Company has been 
ordered to sell the trolley company. It 
has been advertised. Of course no buyers 
appeared. Only a foolhardy person would 
buy it. Actually, to purchase it would be 
to purchase an annual strike—not a transit’ 
company with a chance of earning a profit.

We 
believe he should in honesty state that if 
re-elected he will hold that office to rep- 
resent 1,500 transit employees and no one 
else, as now. 


be the more sensible approach. Since only 
seven States have it and the white primary 
is already abolished, the few years’ delay 
of the slower amendment route would not 
be serious. 

The proposed FEPC law, which is dead 
in so far as any consideration at this ses- 
sion is concerned, was itself dubiously 
constitutional since it was aimed at forcing 
employers.to hire persons against whom 
they might entertain prejudices. The law 
would not have been enforceable. It would 
have created more bitterness than already 
exists and would have worsened the in- 
ternational aspect of the problem. 


We think an FEPC which works at mo- 
bilizing and focusing public opinion upon 
injustices; which investigates and concili- 
ates, will bring us much faster to the goal 
outlined in the President’s Armistice Day 
speech.

It looks very fine and should 
set at rest any confusion as to the onward and 
upward trend of journalism in Georgia brought 
about by the recent announcement of the coali- 
tion of the Journal and Constitution. 


Why Papers Merge 


(H. T. McIntosh in Albany Herald) 


The consolidation of newspapers in cities of 
the United States goes more or less merrily on, 
and the end is not yet. Publications whose names 
had been household words for generations have 
vanished from the changing scene. The number 
of hyphenated names of morning and evening 
papers increases at an accelerating rate, and the 
number of independent self-sustaining dailies is 
declining. a 

Recent merging of Atlanta's two surviving 
dailies was unexpected but not surprising. The 
Journal and The Constitution continue to be is- 
sued each from its own costly plant, and the pa- 
pers are independently staffed. Each retains its 
individuality—its “personality’—and its follow- 
ing, but the consolidation has made possible the 
cutting of publication costs. 

What happened in Atlanta was nothing new 
in Georgia, for there had been similar consoli- 
dations in Savannah, Macon and Columbus. Last 
week the Birmingham Age-Heragld and the Bir- 
mingham Post were united in economic wedlock, 
becoming the Post-Herald, a Scripps-Howard 
newspaper, to occupy the morning field and leave 
the evening field to The News, the Victor Han- 
son publication. ' : 

Birmingham is a big, wealthy and highly pro- 
gressive city, but it cannot support three first- 
class newspapers, and not even proud Atlanta 
was able to keep the dynamic Journal and the 
more venerable Constitution financially nour- 
ished so as to enable both to support ambitious 
programs. The Atlanta Georgian, with the Hearst 
millions behind it, retired from the field as grace- 
fully as it could several years ago. 

Not even New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
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Detroit, Los Angeles and other great cities can 
support as many newspapers as have attempted 
to survive under keen competitive conditions 
and, what is a more stubborn consideration, the 
high cost of present-day metropolitan journalism. 
The cost of everything connected with newspaper 
publication has climbed steeply—presses, type- 
setting machines, stereotyping and other me- 
chanical equipment; paper, labor, upkeep, wire 
services, features and the keeping of records re- 
quired by Government—all these have advanced. 
And here, aiso, “the end is not vet.”

A car with a loudspeaker had sere- 
naded the villagers with recorded music. Then the candidate ar- 
rived and stepped from his car. 

The crowd? A couple of men were playing checkers in front 
of the general store. A half-dozen rustics were watching the 
game. All told, there must have been 10 people standing around 
looking at the caliope and waiting for the speaking. One man 
stepped forward and told the candidate that this was the total 
crowd, unless he would wait an hour until the mill turned out for 
dinner. The mill? Then we saw it nestled against the mountain 
down at the end of the road, or street. We were told that the 
“ghost town” was coming to life again. That industry had come 


_to this village. Eighty girls were employed at the chenille factory. 


Busv The handful of inhabitants watched the candidate quiz- 
“ zically. Would he point his powerful loudspeaker at 
this dozen men and blast away on his political speech right then 
and there? Would he be bitterly disappointed, and drive off with- 
out speaking?

The candidate, who tells big campaign crowds on Saturday 
that he is the son of a tenant-farmer and was reared on a farm, 
told the group he was in no hyrry.

town. “Want to ride, kids?” It was the caliope driver hollering. 
In a moment, he had loaded the circus-type vehicle down with 
boys and girls of assorted sizes. Playing gaily while the kids 
waved at the community, and companions ran after the vehicle to 
get aboard and bicycles trailed behind, the caliope cruised about 
the residential section. It was a real holiday occasion. , 

Then it was dinner time. With a rush, a crowd of girls came 
from the factory and gathered around the candidate's truck-plat- 
form. Must have been about 75 in all now. The candidate went 
into his speech. 

Fifteen minutes later, the political caravan pulled out of the 
community. Most of Tunnel Hill went back to work; others went 
back to playing checkers, and the candidate drove off hoping that 
an hour of personal contact would carry the Tunnel Hill precinct.

Automobile Inspections 


Editor Constitution: It ls encouraging to note 
that the Atlanta City Council, as reported in 
vour issue of May 16, is recommending to the 
Georgia Legislature a State law requiring peri- 
Odic inspection of motor vehicles. 

There are both human and economic reasons 
for such a program, the latter depending upon 
the former. In the 13 States that have motor 
vehicle inspection programs, the average annual 
street and highway death rate is more than 12 
percent below the national average for the rest 
of the country, according to records of the Asso- 
ciation of Casualty and Surety Companies, 

Fewer accidents, and deaths caused by acci- 
dents, bring about ultimately lower insurance 
rates. As pointed out by the City Council, a 
motor vehicle inspection program can, as has 
been proven in the 13 States that have adopted 
it, result in lower loss of life and lower insur- 
ance rates.

Pressures for--and Against Lawson 


There is more than immediately meets the eye in the controversy over Lawson 


Veterans Hospital in Atlanta. 


doubt, there is pressure to see that it closes. 


There is pressure to keep the hospital open, and, no 


Yet, with all the ins and outs, and 


speeches and petitions, there remains one important, indivisible fact: What would 
the closing of Lawson mean to the veteran who needs medical care? 
Many American Legion posts in Georgia have adopted resolutions condemning 
the closing. That is not surprising, for the Legion wants everything it can get for the veteran. 


The Legion in the Atlanta area says: 


“Do not close Lawson.” 


Yet, the Legion in South Georgia, 


where the Army's Oliver General Hospital in Augusta is to be converted into a VA hospital, might 


well cry: 


The Legion, confronted with a local situation, 
reacts in a positiveemanner for the veteran in the 
local area. That is its role. 


It’s the same with Congressmen. The Repre- 
sentative from the Atlanta area, Congressman 
James Davis, of the Fifth District, a few days 
ago made an eloquent plea for rescinding of the 
order to close Lawson. Yet, the Congressman 
from the Augusta area probably would be 
equally eloquent in asking that Oliver General 
not remain empty after the Army moves out 


next month. 


The President now has suspended, pend- 
ing further study, the order closing Lawson. 
Here is the effect that order would have if it 
ie not rescinded: The facility would be closed 
and ite workings transferred to Peachtree 
Road Hespital here. That hospital now is a 
225-bed tuberculosis hospital. It would be 
changed inte a 225-bed general hospital. The 
TB patients there would be transferred to 
the new VA facility at Augusta, Oliver Gen- 
eral. In addition, Oliver General would 
have 275 general hospital beds, for a total 
of 506 beds. A $10,000,000 skyscraper hos- 
pital planned for Atlanta, and the VA, would 
be canceled. 


Lawson has 631 beds in operation. There 
are 500 persons on the waiting list. Of the vet- 
erans in the hospital, the ratio is one World War 
I veteran to every two of World War II. Also, 
there are eight veterans of the Spanish American 


War. 


The principal hospital load of World War II 
veterans will not come for 20 or more years. 
Se there is a tremendous backlog of medical 


need. 


_ Approximately 70 pergent of those in Lawson 
Hospital come from small towns and rural areas. 
Many of the patients are from the hill country 
ef North Georgia. VA rules specify that the 
giling veteran come to the nearest facility. 
Lawson is closest for veterans on up into Ten- 
nessee and over into Alabama. 


- About 80 percent of those in the hospital are 
non-service connected cases. This means their 
ilinesa or disability does not stem directly from 
service in the armed forces. Those with non- 
service connected iliness must declare they can- 
net pay the cost of hospitalization in a private 
hospital | 
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‘Tet us have a VA hospital at Oliver General.” 


On the average, Lawson admits 30 patients a 
day, Of these, 20 can be classified as emergency 
cases in that they require immediate hospitali- 
zation. Many of the admissions at Lawson 
come as the result of telephone calls. A doctor 
will call from some distant Georgia, Alabama 
or Tennessee town. Grady Hospital in Atlanta 
will call. They have a veteran. Will Lawson 
take him? Lawson will take him. 

Lawson is a center of VA treatment in the 
Southeast. There are six operating rooms and 
wards for all types of illness and disability. A 
plastic, lifelike replacement for cancer-ravaged 
faces can be fitted at Lawson, and special shoes 
are made for crippled feet. 


Principally, there is at Lawson the medi- 
cal knowledge needed te treat nearly every 
type of illness. Because of the high type of 
work done at the hespital, it is accredited 
for training in nearly all the specialties of 
medical practice. At Lawson now are 55 
resident physicians who are training he 
specialists. Also, there is the service 
private specialists in Atlanta as consultants. 
And there fis a tieup with Emory. 


Approximately 80 patients a month are 
transferred to Lawson for specialized treatment 
that is not available at other VA hospitals. 


Those who oppose the closing of Lawson savy 
the veteran has in Lawson a type of medical 
care unduplicated elsewhere in the Southeast. 


There are 800 persons working at Lawson. 
Certainly, the jobs of many would be jeopardized 
by closing. Yet, there are only 15 fulltime staff 
doctors. It is in the ranks of the 55 resident 
physicians who are in training that the blow 
will be the heaviest. 

There seems to be sense in these words 
spoken on the floor of Congress May 10 by 
Rep. Davis: 

“To me, it is an unthinkable thing to close 
Lawson Veterans Hospital in Atlanta when At- 
lanta is conceded by everyone to be the largest 
and best medical center in the Southeast.”

George Hits 


Hard at FEPC 


WASHINGTON—It remained for Sen. Walter 

F. George, long recognized as one of the big ora- 

torical guns of the Senate, to put in some of the 

most damaging blows yet delivered against the 

controversial Federal Fair Employment Practices Commission Bill, 

which has been put forward as a part of the President’s Civil Rights 
program. 

The Georgia Senator’s speech was the highlight of the FEPC 
debate in the upper chamber during the past week. In it he chided 
both Democrats and Republicans for vying with each other in claim- 
ing parenthood of the legislation. Neither party can assert any le- 
gitimate claim to authorship, he declared, adding: “It came out of 
Communism, It is a basic Communistie concept.” 

Tracing the origin of the FEPC proposal, Sen. George said that, 
insofar as the record shows, it was first put forward in the Com- 
munist Party platform of 1928. Two suggestions were made by the 
Communists at that time on the economic and industrial front, he 
reminded. The first one was that there should be an absolute limi- 
tation upon the income of every taxpayer in America. At that out- 
set the figure proposed was $25,000 after taxes, but what they 
wanted, he said, was “an outright limitation upon income in Amer- 
ica of not to exceed $15,000 a year, with an eagerness to reduce it 
to $10,000, or even below that.” 


Once a limitation is put upon what a man or 
Only x Start woman can earn, he asserted, “anyone with 
the slightest experience should know that, by the sheer force of 
political pressure, the amount will be constantly reduced.” 

The purposes back of the limitation are all too clear, he warned, 
explaining: “‘The Communists would reduce incomes to the point 
where there can be no reserves which will build enterprise, which 
will give jobs to the people. Our Communist friends will then say— 
‘only the State can provide jobs. Only the State can keep the wheels 
of industry turning.’ ”’ 

As for the second proposal in the Communist’ platform of 1928, 
Sen. George said: “It was that the government should interfere 
with the management of industry and private enterprise to the 
point where industry and private enterprise could not function; 
when, again, our Communist friends would say, ‘government must 
take over: there is no capital; there are no reserves; there can, 
therefore, be no such thing as private enterprise.’ If the govern- 
ment can substitute its will for the will of the manager, the will of 
the owner, the will of the man who made the enterprise .. . then, 
of course, the government will take it over. 

“So I say again,” the Georgian continued, “let no unseemly con- 
test be engaged in here between Republicans and Democrats for 
the parentage of this un-American concept. Let the Commies have 
it. Let them keep it.” 

Sen. George's speech kicked up a furor that lasted for two days 
in the Senate. It was a big gun whose repercussions continued to 
throw back an angry echo the day after its delivery. Some of the 
more ardent supporters of FEPC took exception to his remarks on 
the grounds that they tended to stamp as Communist sympathizers 
those who are advocating passage of the bill. Sen. Hubert Hum- 
phrey, Democrat of Minnesota, was called to order for saying the 
Georgian’s speech was “biasphemy.” He challenged the statement 
that the legislation “has Communistic lineage or Communistic back- 


ground.” 
As floor leader for the Southern forces leading the fight on 


FEPC, Sen. Richard B. Russell, of Georgia, smoothed over the situa- 


tion, however, by assuring Humphrey that Sen. George had intend- 
ed no such aspersion. 

The George speech, as usual, commanded a large floor attend- 
ance and made a deep impression. At its conclusion he received 
this commendation from Sen. Alexander Smith, Republican of New 
Jersey: “I thank the Senator from Georgia for his splendid exposi- 
tion, which is very enlightening.” 

Rep. James C. Davis, of Decatur, got off a good line on the 
Humphrey attack on the George speech. “It reminds me,” he said, 
“of a little dog barking at a horse.” 


After calling at the White House during the 
Truman Well past week Judge Davis reported finding the 
President in excellent health and apparently suffering no ill effects 
from the strenuous Western trip he has just completed. 


“The President appeared to be in the best of health,” he said. 
“He looked all right and talked in good spirits. His face is full and 
he is full of energy. I would say he appeared to be anything but 
downcast.” 

Judge Davis said the political implications of the President's 
cross-country jaunt, during which he followed his custom of making 
speeches at practically every whistle stop along the route, were not 
discussed, but it was apparent Mr. Truman was pleased with the 
reception he got everywhere. The Decatur Congressman went to 
the White House, along with Sen. George and Rep. Henderson Lan- 
ham, of Rome, to urge the President to reconsider the recent order 
closing the Veterans Administration Lawson General Hospital in 
Atlafhta. Mr. Truman promised them that he would. 

Only two members of the Georgia delegation in Congress appear 
to be taking their opposition seriously this year. The others, includ- 
ing Sen. George, are remaining on the job in Washington, retying 
on their friends to do whatever is necessary to re-elect them. Rep. 
John S. Wood, of Canton, and Rep. Don Wheeler, of Alma, both fac- 
ing stiff opposition, have returned to their districts to get in a bit 
of campaigning between important votes in the House.

Security Bill After weeks of hearings and study by the Com- 


mittee on Finance, which he heads, Sen. George 
has finally reported out the important Social Security extension 
bill. He plans to lay it formally before the Senate as soon as the 
FEPC bill is disposed 6f—perhaps next week. 

The Georgia Senator anticipated that he will be able to steer 
the bill through without difficulty, although several sections prom- 
ise to be controversial. Already passed by the House, the legisia- 
tion constitutes an important part of the Administration program. 
This is one of the reasons why Sen. George will be unable to re- 
turn to the State to campaign for re-election. His presence on the 
Senate floor will be needed to pilot the measure through. And no 
sooner than he completes that task he will be confronted with the 
responsibility for directing the final writing and passage of the tax 
revision bill which is now being prepared by the House Ways and 
Means Committee.

The author of this book, for 10 
years a member of the Commu- 
nist Party in the Ur d States, 
exposes his erstwhile comrades 
for what they are: Moscow-di- 
rected conspirators in a gigantic

Soviet Union. 

Louis F. Budenz, formerly edi- 
tor of The Daily Worker, the 
Communist mouthpiece in this 
country, was a high ranking 
party man. He associated with 
the party leaders, became their 
confidant. What he learned from 
them he has set down in this 
book. He warns that out of the 
Soviet “experiment” a farflung 
slave empire is being erected.

To the Reds in America, Jos- 
eph Stalin is “the greatest leader 
of democracy that mankind ever 
produced.” He is venerated by 
them and they eagerly await the 
call (“S Day’) to launch “The 
World October,” when the Fifth 
Column will rise in this country 
and attempt the violent destruc- 
tion of the American Republic. 

The nation is honeycombed 
with secret schools in which 
Communism is taught and 
preached and the movement is 
growing rapidly, Budenz warns. 
There is no lack of dollars, 
much of it supplied by Moscow, 
to carry on the nefarious work. 

It is hard for Americans to un- 
derstand the single-minded lov- 
alty of the Communist Party 
member, a fealty that approach- 
es fanaticism, according to Bu- 
denz. 

Budenz names name _ after 
name of Communist leaders in 
this country ard tells about 
their subversive activities. He 
warns that American security is 
in a defensive position today. 

“T am not seeking here to pre- 
sent a program of the measures 
America should take. I am mere- 
ly reporting what I know and 
what I saw, hoping from that to 
tell the nation of the immediate 
danger with which it is con- 
fronted. Further self-deception 
about the intention of the Soviet 
dictatorship will prove fatal to 
this country.” 

After reading Budenz's book 
(and it will prove an eyeopener 
to many) one is prone to wonder 
just how much warning must be 
given before the Red peril is 
recognized for what it is. The 
danger signals were up before 
Pearl Harbor, but little was 
done before the blow actually 
fell. 

Budenz knows what he is 
writing about. It is to be hoped 
that this book will be widely 
read.

This is a 
republication of the lost masterpiece of wartime reporting, circa 1861-65.

DON LORENZQA 
Robert Pick; Lippincott; $3. 


A mythical South American 
republica is the scene of this 
novel and the subject is the am- 
bition of Don Lorenzo Reques- 
nes to whose high hopes for 
the future are tied some strings 
with his dubious past. 

Lorenzo had some money, a 
North American wife Priscilla, 
and a reputation acquired in 
running down and executing 
the bandit El Seringuero. But 
there were encumbrances. In his 
savage treatment of the bandit, 
he had alienated some of the 
common people, in particular 
the radical leader El Huerfano; 


the rewards to which he be- 
lieved himself entitled by his 
services to the government had 
been refused by the President 
and the Minister for war. Above 
all, there were three guests, a 
trio of links with the past. 

They are Roy, Ehinger and 
Philibert; quartered on Bund- 
schuh, one of Lorenzo’s associ- 
ates, they are hiding out from 
the Allies’ vengeance after some 
undefined, but villainous  be- 
havior behind the Nazi curtain 
in the last war. Roy is desper- 
ately ill; Ehringer is coldblood- 
el and unscrupulous, Philibert 
is trying to collect from Loren- 
zo a fortune of which he had 
robbed the defeated Poles. Lo- 
renzo enjoys power for a brief 
span. But the direction of his 
bright, dazzling flight has been 
fixed by his dark past; even 
his prudent reticences help to 
entrap. him. 

There is action aplenty in this 
story, and Pick spaces it wisely 
and feeds it out in amounts cor- 
recently calculated to keep the 
reader reading. But Lorenzo's 
worst enemy is not Lorenzo so 
much as it is fate, and Pick. For 
this is rather a novel of intrigue 
than of character, and though 
it is intelligently written, you 
remain inquisitive but rarely be- 
come excited —W,.

Basic Bible 
Is Boon to 
New Readers 


THE BASIC BIBLE: Contain- 
ing the Old and New Testa- 
ments in Basic English; Dut- 
ton; 910 pages; $4.50. 


This is a new Bible, a new 
translation in a vocabulary of 
1,000 words, designed to present 
the Old and New Testaments in 
language that can be read ‘and 
understood by everybody. 

Two committees of scholars, 
under the direction of Prof. S. H. 
Hooke and the Syndics of the 
Cambridge University Pres S, 
employing “Basic English,’ 
made the translation. Basic Eng- 
lish consists of 850 words taken 
from the 414,825-word English 
vocabulary and presumably *an 
be used to express anything un- 
derstandably in the English lan- 
guage. 

To these 850 words have been 
added 100 words (they appear in 
italics) for the clearer reading 
of verse. The 50 additional 
words are Bible “specials.” 

The “begats” are eliminated in 
this Bible, which the publishers 
say is not intended to compete 
with or supersede the Author- 
ized Version. Surely, as they 
say, it will open the English 
Bible to many new readers all 
over the world. 

The Lord's Prayer in Basie 
reads thusly: 

“Our Father in Heaven, may 
your name be kept holy. Let 
your kingdom come, let your 
pleasure be done, as in heaven, 
so on earth. Give us this day 
bread for our needs. And make 
us free of our debts as we have 
made those free who are in debt 
to us. And let us not be put 
to the test but keep us safe 
from the Evil One... .” 

There are some who will be 
scandalized by this simplified 
version of the Bible. Others will 
contend that the beauty of the 
Bible story lies in its rich lan- 
guage. These complaints are mi- 
nor when it is considered that 
this Basic Bible will make read- 
ing of the Book easier for mil- 
lions and it has the indorsement 
of many prominent clergymen. 


Story of Civilization’s Progress 


A PICTURESQUE TALE OF PROGRESS, by Olive Beaupre Miller; illustrated with pho- 
tographs and drawings; Book House for Children; Chicago; nine ‘volumes, 2,525 pages,

This is a handsome set of volumes that tells the story of the progress of civilization 
from the earliest history of man to the discovery of the Mississippi River by Hernando de 


Soto in 1541 A. D. 


Written for grammar and high 
school students, the text, in large 
and readable type, is augmented 
with 2.054 illustrations, 921 in 
color. Included are 50 maps and 
charts. 

The panorama of civilization 
from the early Stone Age (100,- 
000 B. C.) unfolds in story form 
and offers a fascinating narra- 
tive that holds the attention of 
the young reader and student. 

Volumes I and II, “Begin- 
nings,” tell the story of primi- 
tive man as he lived in the early 
Stone Age. It follows his con-

President General, and dedicat- 
ed with appropriate ceremonies 
during the recent Fifty-ninth 
Continental Congress. With 
“achievement” as the keynote 
of the Congress, the DAR can 
point with justifiable pride to 
the impressive, as well as great- 
ly needed, cffice building. 

The newly elected President 
General, Mrs. James B. Patton, 
of Columbus, Ohio, has stated 
that she will endeaver to ex- 
pand the DAR public relations 
departments and that she wants 
to see a more constructive pic- 
ture of DAR work presented to 
the public. In this connection it 
was announced that the organi- 
zation will match the $10,000 
given to it by an Indiana indus- 
trialist to make a patriotic film 
showing its work. 


The Continental Congress 
stood firm in their opposition to 
any form of world government, 
expressing their convictions in 
resolutions unanimously adopt- 
ed. They opposed any changes 
in the UN Charter which would 
give the U"l Assembly warmak- 
ign or lawmaking powers, since 
the United States has only one 
vote and no veto power in the 
Assembly. This, they said, is 
“part of the plan to set up a 
world government and thus de- 
stroy the sovereigny of this 
great nation.” They opposed 
United States participation in 
any international agreements 
that “necessarily permit totali- 
tarian interference with United 
States domestic affairs and the 
personal safety and welfare of 
United States citizens.” 

In other actions the Daugh- 
ters called for maintenance of 
adequate armed forces and con- 
tinued military research and 
development; urged legislation 
protecting the United States 
Flag from “mutilation, desecra- 
tion and mercenary exploita- 
tion”; asked the President to 
proclaim Dec. 15 as Bill of 
Rights Day; voted to spend $28.- 
000 to remodel the steps to the 
tiers of Constitution Hall to pre- 
vent accidents; called upon Con- 
gress to investigate United 
States boundary claims in Ant- 
arctica and “consder the ques- 
tion of treating with countries 
receiving our financial help 
whereby they may cede to us 
land, make leases, or arrange 
royalties on possible resources”: 
urged that soil conservation 
agents be available for every 
farm in the United States and 
called for better forest prac- 
tices; called for conservation 
education and a good-manners 
campaign to prevent vandalism 
in national parks and forests; 
and urged Congress to “give 
immediate relief where needed” 
to American Indians.

DUST OR SPRAY WEEKLY 


Insects, Mildew Raid 


Southern Rose Gardens 


By W. ELBRIDGE FREEBORN 
Long Spring rains, followed by hot, dry spells, always 
mean trouble to rose growers who must battle the dif- 
ferent insects and diseases that attack their bushes. 


Rose growers throughout the 


South report unusually heavy in- 
festation of aphids, leaf hopper, 
bud worm, black spot, and the 
mildew disease. Such an out- 
break of pests calls for a rather 
rigid spraying or dusting sched- 
ule to keep these pests under 
control. 

Great strides have been made 
in the development of fungicides 
that effectively control the de- 
structive black spot disease. 
While this disease is very preva- 
lent, the use of Fermate or Phy- 
gon has made its control simple. 
They are also excellent fungi- 
cides for keeping down mildew, 
which is a rather common dis- 
ease on roses during the hot 
Summer months. 

Ferma® is a popular spray 
and dus aterial, but is seldom 
used alone. Most manufacturers 
will combine it with other dusts 
or sprays to make up a complete 
combination which will control 
all diseases and all insects af- 
fecting roses. 

One of the new insecticides is 
Methoxychior, a derivative of 
DDT, having much greater tox- 
icity on insects than DDT -but 
less on humans 

One manufacturer further in 
creases the insecticidal killing 
power of his dust by adding Ro- 
tenone to the Methoxychlor sO 
as to kill the variety of insects 
infesting roses and other plants. 
These two materials added to 
Fermate and sulphur make a 
combination ideal for the con 
trol of all types of insects and 
diseases of the common plant, 
particularly roses. 

Other manufacturers are now 
using Phenothiazine as an insec- 
ticide in the dusting combina- 
tion. It is very effective against 
most types of garden insects, and 
is nonpoisonous to humans and 
animals. 

Some people ask which is the 
more effective—liquid spraying 

‘or dusting. Fither of these has 
equal value in the control of in- 
sects and diseases as long as 
the ingredients are practically 
the same. The choice of the two 
depends upon what type of 
equipment a gardener has on 
hand. Some claim that the dusts 
are easier to use because thev 
require no mixing and advanced 
preparation 

It is suggested that when dusts 
are used, they be applied prefer- 
ably early in the morning while 
the dew is still on the plants 
The dust will stick to the foliage 
hefore the moisture dries from 
the leaves. 

Rose bushes should be sprayed 
or dusted at least once a week 


during this season when insects 
and diseases are ,so prolific. 
Later such frequent applications 
will not be necessary, but 
weekly applications should be 
made now in order to combat 
new crops of insects and dis- 
eases that continually reinfest 
plants. 

An ideal feature in the control 
of the black spot disease is that 
badly infested leaves should be 
picked off vrhen possib'e and 
burned to prevent the spread of 
this disease by spores. When 
spraying or dusting be sure to 
treat the ground at the base of 
the bush as well as the bushes 
themselves, so as to leave a coat- 
ing of fungicide to kill any dis- 
eise spores on the ground. 

With the rapid multiplication 
of aphids on roses, it is some- 
times advisable to make a spray 
with one of the standard “aphi- 
cides” such as nicotine sulphate, 
pyrethrum, or rotenone. It is 
often recessary to alternate reg- 
ular spreyinzs witn one of these 
maerials so as to Keep down the 
development of apnids, which 
cause considerable injury to 
buds stems and leaves. 

If there seems to be a very 
serious outbreak of mi.dew dur- 
ing the hot Summer months, one 
could also increase the sprav 
and dusting schedule bv sprav- 
ing or dusting the plants with 
sulphur in hetween the regular 
application periods. Hot, humid 
weather favors the development 
of mildew so that the plants 
could be heavily infested in a 
day's time. 


Flowering Bulbs 
Can Be Planted 


Narcissus and iris may be fin- 
ished for the season. but now is 
a good time to plant such Sum 
mer flowering bulbs as tuberose, 
gladiolus, cannas, dahlias and 
fancy leaved caladiums. 


Window Boxes

Special acid fertilizers § are 
marketed especially for azaleas 
and camellias. They are also 
good for gardenias which require 
an acid soil. Bulbous and tuber- 
ous plants require fertilizer con- 
taining a large amount of potas 
sium or potash as do fleshy veg- 
etable crops like potatoes, beets, 
carrots and turnips. Nitrogen is 
the best fertilizer for greens and 
foliage plants. 


Flowering Shrubs 


Demand Pruning 


May is the proper time to 
prune flowering shrubs that 
bloomed in the Spring. Don't de 
lav cutting back January Jas- 
mine, forsythia and spirea thun 
bergi. Other flowering shrubs 
that are now in bloom should be 
pruned directly after flowering.

Need Acid. 


Moisture 


Gardenias grow at their best 
in South Georgia and in semi- 
tropical climates where they 
can have mucky acid soil. They 
have been grown successfully 
farther north if they get plenty 
of moisture and the same _ spe- 
cial acid fertilizers that are so 
beneficial to azaleas, camellias 
and dogwood. 

A mulch composed of three to 
six inches of well rotted leaves 
or peat moss covered with pine 
straw is helpful in conserving 
moisture around gardenia 
bushes. 

The pest most troublesome to 
gardenias is the ubiquitous white 
fly which not only damages the 
plants but leaves a dirty black 
scum on the leaves. This scum 
may be washed off with soap 
suds, but it is better to go after 
the white flies now with a spray 
of DDT in oil emulsion. Ask 
your seedsman or nurseryman 
about the proper type as house- 
hold DDT sprays have a base of 
the wrong kind of oil. Spray not 
more than once every two 
weeks. 

Elbridge Freeborn advises 
gardeners to propagate garde- 
nias in June by making six-inch 
cutting of half-ripened wood 
with all but the four top leaves 
removed. The top four leaves 
mav be cut in half. 

Root these cuttings in sharp 
sand. Transplant into two-inch 
pots of soil when the roots are 
well developed. Remove to the 
garden when the plant becomes 
pot-bound. 

It is not unusual for gardenia 
leaves to turn vellow at this sea 
son of the vear and drop off 
This indicates need of more 
watering and a layer of mulch.

South’s Beloved Henry Grad 
aa at 100th Anniversary 


Still Dear 
In Hearts 
Of Georgians

Next Wednesday is the 100th 
birthday anniversary of the man 
who has been honored by more 
memorials than any other person 
in Atlanta’s history. 


No political nor military title 
was his. The two characteristics 
chosen by his friends to be 
carved into marble were that 
“he never held nor sought public 
office,” and that he died “literal- 
ly loving a nation into peace.” 


Yet this same man, a private 
citizen throughout his career, 
left such a deep impress upon 
his times that he has been ac- 
claimed variously as the “incar- 
nation of the Atlanta spirit,” the 
“Warwick of Georgia politics,” 
the “spokesman of the New 
South,” and the “national pacif- 
icator.” 

Bearing his name today are a 
Georgia County, a school of 
journalism, the Atlanta munici- 
pal hospital, the City’s largest 
high school, a great hotel, a Ne- 
gro housing project, and name- 
sakes by the hundreds into the 
third and fourth generations. 


A national magazine once de- 
clared: “Every skyscraper which 
rises in these astonishing cities 
of the New South is in a real 
sense a monument to Grady and 
his genius.” 


What kind of man was this 
who so captivated the hearts of 
people that he became the living 
symbol of Southern progress and 
good will? 

Henry Woodfin Grady was 
born May 24, 1850, in Athens, 
Ga. His father was a merchant 
who in 1864, as a major in the 
Confederate Army, was fatally 
wounded at Petersburg, Va. The 
Grady family (originally 
“O’Grady”) was part of the 
Scotch-Irish stream that flowed 
into Georgia in the early 19th 
century by way of Virginia and 
North Carolina. Grady’s mother, 
the former Ann Eliza Gartrell, 
whom he greatly resembled, was 
of French Huguenot descent. 


At the University of Georgia 
Grady achieved prominence 
both as a humorous writer and 
as commencement orator of the 
Phi Kappa Society. Graduating 
in 1868, he took a year of ad- 
ditional work in history and 
literature at the University of 
Virginia. Here he also ran for 
“final orator,’ but was jockeyed 
out of it by political chicanery. 
In the Spring of 1869, he wrote 
two long letters from Virginia to 
The Atlanta Constitution, which 
had been founded the previous 
year. Both letters. were pub- 
lished, and that Summer, when 
Grady returned to Georgia, The 
Constitution sent him on several 
assignments. Finding newspaper 
work to his liking, he accepted 
a position as associate editor 
of the Rome Courier at $500 a 
year. 

The original sparkle of his 
writing, together with bold 
charges against Gov. Rufus B. 
Bullock's corrupt carpetbag ad- 
ministration, quickly attracted 
wide attention to Grady’s work. 
After only 10 months on the 
Courier he acquired his own 
newspaper, the Rome Daily 
Commercial. Then, in 1872, he 
came to Atlanta as editor and 
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FRONT PAGE COLUMNIST

with The Constitution in which 
both papers at one time were 
running special engines to carry 
a few hundred papers a day to 
Macon and West Point. 


On Oct. 18, 1876, after two 
other unsuccessful efforts at op- 
erating a paper of his own, 
Grady joined the staff of The 
Constitution as a political writer. 
Capt. Evan P. Howell had 
bought a controlling interest in 
the paper on that same day, and 
one of his first acts was to offer 
Grady a job. Within a few days 
Grady had persuaded Howell 
to hire Joel Chandler Harris, an- 
other promising young Georgia 
newspaperman. Some 13 years 
later Harris, by that time fa- 
mous as “Uncle Remus,” was to 
bring a young Georgia poet, 
Frank L. Stanton, to the paper. 
Thus began one of the most 
famous quartets in American 
journalism — Howell, Grady, 
Harris, and Stanton. 


In November, 1876, Grady 
was sent by The Constitution 
and the New York Herald to 
cover the Florida angle of the 
election frauds by which the Re- 
publican Party “stole” the Presi- 
dency for Rutherford B. Haves. 
Outshining some of the coun- 
try’s best correspondents on this 
assignment. Grady again went 
to Florida in 1878 and obtained 
for The Constitution and the 
Herald the confessions of the 
principals in the 1876 frauds— 
a “scoop” for which James Gor- 
don Bennett paid him $1,000.% 


It was as a correspondent for 
various American newspapers 
between 1876 and 1880 that 
Grady really entered upon the 
great work of his life—that of 
developing the agricultural and 
industrial resources of the South 
and of bringing about a better 
understanding with the North. 
He toured the South, writing 
articles on Southern develop- 
ment for the Herald and/ other 


gestion of another great Geor- 
gian, L. Q@. C. Lamar, who had 
said: “My countrymen, know 
one another and you will love 
one another.” 


On May 8, 1880, with the aid 
of a $20,000 loan from Cyrus W. 
Field of New York City, Grady 
bought a one-fourth interest in 
The Constitution and became its 
managing editor. Within a month 
the paper had acquired an at- 
tractive new type “dress” and 
had increased in size from four 
to eight pages. And within nine 
years, his stock was worth five 
times what he paid for it. 

Although Grady had charge of 
the editorial pages as well as 
the news columns, he much pre- 
ferred the life of a reporter to 
that of an editorial writer. When- 
ever a big story like the Charles- 
ton earthquake “broke,” he was 
usually among the first newspa- 
permen on the scene. He was 
probably the first newspaper- 
man in America to have a daily 
article in column one on the 
front page—the position now 
occupied by Editor Ralph Mc- 
Gill. 

Grady, as managing editor, be- 
came the directing genius of At- 
lanta’s destinies. He turned his 


efforts toward publicizing the 
International Cotton Exposition 
of 1881. With his unerring sense 
of news values, he helped to per- 
suade General William T. Sher- 
man, who had burned Atlanta in 
1864, to give $2,000 to the ex- 
position and to be one of its 
honor guests! He put the Pub- 
lic Library on its feet; he gave 
Atlanta its first organized base- 
ball; he was the inspiration of a 
lecture association and of the 
Piedmont Chautauqua; he led in 
the construction of the city’s 
first YMCA building; he held in 
his office the meetings that 
brought the Georgia Institute of

Because of his recognized 
leadership as a Southern editor, 
Grady was invited in December, 
1886, to address the New Eng- 
land Society of New York City 
on “The New South.” Sectional 
hatreds again had become 
aroused, primarily because of 
the “rebel-baiting” and “bloody- 
shirt waving” that followed the 
election of 'a Democratic Presi- 
dent in 1884. A gifted South- 
erner without military or politi- 
cal background, was needed to 
carry a message of reassurance 
to Northern business men, so 
that they might continue to in- 
vest the funds needed for the 
South’s developments Grady 
filled the bill. 

The brilliance of Grady’s 
“New South” speech and his 
charm as a speaker brought him 
national fame overnight. There- 
after he was besieged with in- 
vitations, including an offer 
from a national lyceum bureau 
for a series of fifty lectures. He 
was mentioned frequently as a 
running mate for President 
Cleveland in 1888, and even was 
suggested by Northern newspa- 
pers as a Presidential possibil- 
ity. But he turned a deaf ear 
to swegestions that he run for 
public office, or that he leave 
Atlanta and journalism. 

Among Gradvy’s other famous 
speeches were his two pleas for 
control of the sale of -liquor in 
Atlanta, delivered in November, 
1887: addresses on “The South 
and Her Problems” at Dallas, 
Texas, and before the Georgia 
and South Carolina legislatures 
at Augusta, in the Fall of 1888; 
“Against Centralization,” at the 
University of Virginia in June 
1889; “The Farmer and the 
Cities,’ at Elberton in the Sum- 
mer of 1889; and “The Race 
Problem,” at Boston, Mass., on 
December 12, 1889. 

The Boston speech was prompt- 
ed by a genuine fear that the 
new Republican Congress might 
adopt a proposed law providing 
for Federal supervision of elec- 
tions in the South.

On Decem- 
ber 23, 1889, he died from pneu- 
monia and on Christmas Day he 
was buried.

The circumstances of his death 
gave rise to the feeling that he 
had sacrificed his life to prevent 
another bloody clash between 
North and South. It is possible 
that this feeling in the North 
was a factor in the defeat by 
Congress of the “force bill,” 
which was feared by Southern- 
ers of Grady's time even more 
than the “FEPC” is feared to- 
day.

Grady loved people, and 
people loved him.

He had been too young to 
fight in the War Between the 
States, yet was the son of a Con- 
federate soldier; his family had 
connections with the old South. 
ern aristocracy, yet was itself 
in the rising middle class. This 
same background made him 
equally acceptable in the North, 
where his first step in an im- 
portant speech always was to 
identify himself psychologically 
with his hearers, as he did in 
his “New South” tribute to 
Abraham Lincoln. Moreover, the 
dominant purpose of his entire 
later career was devotion to a 
single cause: the economic up- 
building of the South. His work 
as a peacemaker grew out of 
this, for he saw that the con- 
tinuance of sectional prejudices 
was holding back the progress 
and prosperity of his native 
region. 


He had the ability to talk and 
write to peopie in terms they 
could understand. He wasa 
master in the use of “words that 
laugh and cry.” Even in his 
coli'ege days he won a local repu- 
tation as a writer and speaker. 
Once he had risen to prom- 
nence as an editor, his skill as an 
orator multiplied his influence 
in public affairs. 


He had a wider range of 
knowledge than ordinary. In ad- 
dition to having an excellent 
formal education, Grady broad- 
ened his knowledge continually 
by wide reading and by travel- 
ing through North and South. 
He combined the scholar’s “pas- 
understand” with the 
journalist’s “passion to be under- 
stood.” 

He was self-confident and re- 
sourceful. In his youth Grady 
was confident of himself almost 
to the point of conceit. His dis- 
appointment in college politics 
at Virginia and his four early 
newspaper failures tempered this 
self-confidence into a sound 
optimism based upon an abound- 
ing faith in human nature and a 
keen knowledge of his own 
abilities 

He had a flair for the dra- 
matic. Grady was a master 
showman. This is demonstrated 
not only by his success ring- 
ing out huge crowds iB post 
tions, Chautauquas, and political 
gatherings, but by his skill in 
promoting the circulation of the 
weekly edition of The Constitu- 
tion to a point where it exceeded 
that of any other newspaper in 
the United States. 


He knew the art of group 
compromise and combination. 
Grady was a natural peacemaker 
because of his love for people, 
his broad human sympathy, and 
his intense dislike for personal 
quarrels. He was continually 
urging groups to “come together, 
talk together, and work  to- 
gether.” 

He had force of will, based 
upon convictions. Despite his

He had a reputation for hon- 
esty and disinterestedness. The 
very fact that Grady was a jour- 
nalist, that he refused to run 
for public office, and that he 
had no extensive business con- 
nections outside of his news- 
paper, helped to convince peo- 
ple of his sincerity. 


He had physical strength and 
courage to go with his energy. 
Energy and courage Grady had 
in abundance. In his college 
days he was an athlete, and in 
his early thirties he still had a 
fine physique. However, photo- 
graphs reveal that by 1888, when 
his growing fame was causing 
him to devote more and more 
time to office duties, his figure 
had become unhealthily puffy. 
He suffered serious illness after 
exertion in the Piedmont

Hugo departed without the blessings of his 
father, who has emphasized his disapproval by refusing to 
write his light-footed son since he left.
